NEAR THE POLE. 


Progress of the Nurdeuskjold Arctic Expedition— 


Qoing Beyond all other Explorers. 


A third report has been received 


from the Nordenskjold Arctic Exped i 
lion, dated August 27th, at the mouth 
of the Lnoa, August 9th, the expedi 
tion leftDickson'sHarbor,and Aug.11 
it passed Cape Sterleoff, the farthest 
point ever reached by a vessel. The 
voyage now became very difficult, the 
maps proved utterly deficient, nnm 
erous islands were met with not set 
down on the maps, and the coast line 
was in various places drawn fifty 
miles wrong. Snow storms and dense 
mitts set in, and at times the ice 
blocks closed so firmly around the 
vessels that all progress was stopped 
nevertheless, the voyage did not lack 
in points of great cnarm; especially 
•was the passage through Tairnyr 
Sound enchantiuf. 
The sea was 


nearly full of ice, and the dark-green 
•waters Juy as smooth as glass. The 
midnight sun hung low over the 
horizon, and all the cliffs and castles 
of ice stood colored blue, purple and 
crimson white. Over this scene lay 
a stillness which sent a man's voice 
miles and miles ajd miles away, anc 
the scratch of the bears walking over 
the ice blocks was heard far off. Au 
gust 19th the expedition passed Cape 
Tscheljuskm. the northernmost pom 
of Asia, ind the high snow-clad cliff 
•was sainted with five shots. In thi 
Bay of Tscheljuskin the vessels an 
choree). Some hunting was done 
and a mound of stoues was built, in 
•which was deposited a cheat contain 
ing a report of the progress of the 
expedition. Tben fallowing the bel 
of ice which here surrounds th 
coast of the continent, the vessels ar 
rived on Angnst 27td in the moutl 
of the Lena. One of them ran u 
the river to Jakootsk, and thns th< 
expedition continued eastward toward 
the Strait of Bearing, "and within 
two months we hope to be in Japan."
